S I obferved an Account of the Death of a Gentleman

That Don Phillip have Parma and Placentia. 

‘That Dunkirk, &c. be demolifhed. : 

That our Commerce be free and uninterrupted to and 
from the Weft Indies. 

‘The King of Sardinia to have Final, &c. 

‘The D- ot Modena to be reftored to his Territories, &c.
